II Is a sale bet that most of Ihe lefiis- 
lalors from ou tsid e Lin coln eoiild n ’l care 
less how man y school board members Ihe 
rapifal Lily has an d how Ihey are elected . 
U the eommiin lly an d Its legislative d ele* 
gallon can agree gen erally on an ap­ 
proach. it Is qu ite likely the lx*glslatn re 
will go alon g. 


It is importan t, then , that Lin coln ites an a­ 
lyze the situ ation carefally an d attempt to ar­ 
rive at the best possible makeu p of the hoard , 
n ot simply for an y momen tary d issatisfaction , 
bu t for the in d efin ite fu tu re 
Two factors 
wou ld appear to lie paramou n t in makin g this 
d ecision 
—Lin coln , throu gh the years, has been for­ 
tu n ate in havin g an ou tstan d in g caliber of 
school board members who have been able to 
work in su ch a way as to provid e the city a 
lop qu ality school system. 
—The presen t six members of the board , 
available from the city at large, come from a 
limited section of .sou theast Lin coln , largely 
throu gh voter preferen re tu it partially throu gh 
appoin tive action by the board itself. 


ITid er fhr eireu mstaiiees. the com- 
miin ily might ben efit by havin g broad er 
geographic represen tation on Ihe School 
Board. At the same time. It cou ld be haz­ 
ardous to order a d rastic shakeiip in the 
iMMird just to correct a temporary geo­ 
graphic Imbalance. 


As It bappen .s, two altern ative method s of 
reorgan izin g the Lin coln board are before the 
Legislatu re, either of which wou ld make a 
rather d rastic chan ge in its makeu p. The two 
bill.-., which will be heard by the Urban Af­ 
fairs (’ommittec on Wed n esd ay, are: 
—LB40I to expan d the board to seven 
mcmlicrs with five to be elected by d istricts 
an d two at large. 
—LB484 to expan d the board to 10 mem­ 
bers. all elected at large. 
Kelection of board members by d iitricti 
has the d isad van tage of en cou ragin g section ­ 
al thifikin g rather than con cern for the en tire 
school system. Expan sion of the board to 10 
members cou ld create an u n n ecessarily u n ­ 
wield y IhmIv 
It wou ld seem that an opportu n ity for 
greater geographic d istribu tion of members 
cou ld he accomplished , withou t en d an gerin g 
the gen eral qu ality of the board , by en largin g 
the board by a sin gle member, from six to 
seven , an d con tin u in g to elect them from the 
city at large. Improvemen t also might be 
gain ed by red u cin g tha terms of office from 
six years to fou r years, as both bills provid e. 
Su fficien t opportu n ity shou ld exist u n d er 
the existin g system for can d id ates from an y 
.section of Lin coln to file for the school board 
an d to be elected . If ever this opportu n ity ap- 
pear.s to be thwarted , by cither the elective 
or apfioin tive processes, there will lie ample 
time to set u p a d istrict system of represen ta­ 
tion . 


For the momen t, howev er, it could be 
a serious mistake to alter tlie board make­ 
up other than to add one member and 
perhaps shorten the term of offtee. 
G)nslructiv e Offer for Peace 


The Un ited States learn ed a lesson from 
the aftermath of World War 1. German y, left 
d evastated an d poverty-stricken , became bit­ 
ter, d isillu siomHi an d fair game for the rabble- 
rou sin g Ad olf Hitler. 


After World War II the Un ited States 
tu rn ed its efforts In to rebu ild in g German y 
an d Japan econ omically an d reshapin g 
them in to frien d s an d allies. This lesson 
was n ot carried In to Korea an d the Cold 
War. 


An u n ca.sy tru ce exists there bu t main ly 
becau se the Un ited States has exjien d ed vasts 
su ms in military aid an d d efen se su pport of 
Sou th Korea. It remain s to be seen whether 
the lesson s learn ed from the two world wars 
can be applied in a cold war that is becomin g 
in creasin gly hot in Vietn am. 
Presid en t John son has mad e an offer to 
give it a try. He is offerin g “wid er an d bold er 


programs” of region al econ omic d evelopmen t 
in Sou theast Asia on ce peace is restored . In 
spite of the d isru ption by war. Sou th Vietn am 
has fared better econ omically than N o r t h 
Vietn am. 
If the area can be n eu tralized an d North 
Vietn am throu gh aid can improve its livin g 
stan d ard s, there wou ld be greater opportu n i­ 
ty for peace an d d evelopmen t of the whole of 
Sou theast Asia. 
The cost of aid cou ld n ot exceed the cost 
of war. From 1953 to 19ft4 the Un ited States 
has spen t almost $15 billion in military aid 
an d d efen se su pport in the Far East bu t less 
than $1 billion in d evelopmen t loan s an d tech­ 
n ical assistan ce. 


President J ohnson, while showing that 
the United Statee will not be pushed out 
of Southeast Asia, has offered a concrete 
proposal for a settlement. 
Salary Freedom for Gov ernor 


“ If you ’re goin g to hold the govern or re­ 
spon sible for ad min istration of the execu tive 
d epartmen t, you shou ld n ’t hobble him.” 


This observation by iiov. Fran k Mor­ 
rison shou ld fin d little d isagreemen t. Mor­ 
rison was referrin g to the prelimin ary d e­ 
cision by the Legislatu re to allow the gov­ 
ern or to set the salaries of his d epartmen t 
head s' 
* 
• 
♦ 
As logical as this action might seem, it is 
a rather rad ical d epartu re from past legisla­ 
tive attitu d es that the lawmakers themselves 
mu st keep an iron grip on execu tive salaries. 
This chan ge of viewpoin t, if fin ally en ­ 
acted in to law, u n d ou bted ly will resu lt in 


higher salaries bein g paid to some ad min is­ 
trative chiefs. In d eed , the proposal stemmed 
from a bill. LB726, d esign ed to boost the pay 
of the state in stitu tion s d irector. 
Bu t it is qu ite likely that a more flexible 
salary policy for top ad min istrators can save 
taxpayers’ mon ey in the overall operation s of 
state govern men t. As in bu sin ess, a highly 
competen t ad min istrator can more than save 
his salary throu gh efficien t man agemen t. 


The action by the lawmakers is an ­ 
other example of the willin gn ess of the 
1965 Legislatu re to place state govern men t 
on a realistic an d Imsln ess-llke basis. This 
attitu d e speaks extremely well of the cu r­ 
ren t oon tin gen t of legislators.
